Mayor fuses took © hand in thé garment 
workers’ strike last night by iseuing a state- 
ment in which he ürted arbitration. He de- 
clared that neither the clothing manufac- 
turers nor the strikers should object to sub- 
mitting their case to @ court of arbitration. 

The mayor's statement, coupled with thet 
of Ald. Merriam, father of the city council 
‘peace committee, issued on Tuesday, was 
taken as an indication that the city admin- 
istration looks with disfavor upon the po- 
sition assumed by the “ association " cloth- 
ing mamifecturers of spurning the good or- 
fices of the council committee and refusing 


to arbitrate. 
statement of the Mayor. 

Mayor Busse’s statement follows: 

“The present strike of garment: workers 
constitutes a serious problem for the oity of 
Chicago. A large number of our cilisens 
are out of work and the beginning of winter 
at hand serves to aggravate the situation. The 
strike should be settled as soon as possible. 

“As mayor of Chicago and chairman of 
the council commitice which has endeavored 
to bring about an honorable settlement, i és 
not for me to express any opinion as 10 
which side is right or which side is wrong in 
this controversy, nor do I pretend to know. 
My experience hus been that in most labor 
disputes there usually is some right and 
some wrong on both sides. 

“It would appear to me that neither side 
should object to submit their case to a fair 
arbitration court. What the city wants and 
what I want as mayor is to see @ just and 
honorable settlement of this trouble, and I 
sincerely hope that the clothing manufac- 
turers and the striking garment workers can 
get together and settle their differences in the 
best interests of themselves and of the city. 
Start “Campaign of Persuasion.”

practically certain during the day that the 
union officials will postpone taking a vote 
until next week. 

In the meantime, every resource will be 
drawn on by the strike leaders to swing the 
sentiment in favor of acceptagee. Strikers 
will be buttenholed and committees of two 
and three will make a house to house canvass, 
advancé tvéry known argument in favor of 
the agrement, and endeavor to persuade the 
strikere that acceptance and the return to 
work of 10000 former- employés of Hart, 
Schaffner 4 Marx will mean additional 
strength for the remainder of those on strike. 

The agreement must be adopted.“ is the 
slogan of the union officials and the joint 
strike committee. Their decision is based on 
the fact that Hart, Schaffner & Marx. an 
independent firm, has conceded arbitration, a 
point which will be dinned into the ears of 
every striker with a view to contrasting this 
offer with the position taken by the “ asso- 
ciation ” employers of refusing to arbitrate.

It is stated tonight that the throne has de- 
cided to aceede to the resolution of the im- 
perial senate, praying for the immediate 
creation of a constitutional cabinet. 

Politica! eventa in China have moved with a 
rapidity that appears almost revolutionary 
when it is considered the provincial assem- 
bites representing the first step toward popu- 
lar govermmpent in the empire’s history of 
thousande of years were inaugurated so. re- 
cently ae Oct. 14, 1000. 

The first imperial senate met on Oct. 8 last. 
The late empress dowager had decreed that 
a general representative legislative body, to 
be known as the imperial parliament, be con- 
voked tm 1915 at the end of a nine year period 
of preparation. 

People Become Impatient. 

The people having had a taste of popular 
govermment were impatient and the senate 
soon after it was organized demanded the 
‘immediate convocation of a general pariia- 
ment. The throne and grand council yielded 
to the extent of advancing the date for the 
inauguration of parliament to 1018. 

The senate, one-half of the membership of 
which was appointed by the throne, devel- 
oped a striking independence and exhibited 
a spirit that was almost rebellious. When a 
few weeks ago thie attitude was changed 
notably, the general belief was that the 
body had been intimidated. 

It appears now that the provincial dele- 
gates and others who urged a still earlier 
meeting of parliament had no intention of 
abandoning their campaign, but simply al. 
tered their tactics and embarked upon a 
plan of private though undoubtedly forceful 
persuasion. 

At a series Of secret sessions it was de- 
cided that they would not further tolerate 
@ grand council not responsible to the im- 
perial senate. 


j 
End to Absolute Power. 

Briefly stated, the senate resolved to re- 
lieve Prince Chun, the regent of absolute 
power, and make the country a constitutional 
empire forthwith. 

The reported compliance of the throne is 
regarded as a compromise. The senate will 
not press for an inimediate parliament, but 
proposes to conduct the government on a sin- 
le chamber basis until 1018. : 

N its understood the venerable Prince 
Ching of Boxer memory, the present power 
behind the throne, will retire and that Duke 
Tsal-Tse will become prime minister. 

The duke was a member of the traveling 
commission for the investigation of foreign 


pariiamentary governments in 1905-06 and | 
in the earlier year his life was at- 


tempted in thie.city. He was injured by « 
bomb, but when urged oy his family to 
resign from the commission replied thet he 
would willingly die if his death would give 
te Chins a constitutional government, 

The senate at present is discussing the 
financial budget in committee and seriously 
reducing what it considers the unnecessary 
expenditures of the old régime.

THE COURSE OF REFORM. 
Circumstances permit the extraction of.

There is need but to examine 
the case against the background of po 
litical events in Chicago. 

In 1908 certain election frauds were al- 
leged to have been perpetrated in cee 
tain wards in Chicago in behalf of can- 
didates for nomination on the Republican 
primary ticket, these candidates being 
supported by the minority faction in the 
Republican party. That faction was 
headed by William Lorimer, now senator, 
His candidate for the nomination for gov- 
ernor was Richard Yates. 

On the election board at that time was 
Abel A. Bach—<discharged Wednesday 
midnight by John E. Owens. Bach was 
classified ag a “ Deneen Republican.” He 


‘and the other Republican election com- 


missioner then serving were connected 
in political affiliation with the mdjority 
organization in the Republican party, the 
law specifying that two commissioners 
shall belong to one party, and the third 
to a second. 

The frauds committed were against the 
organization which represented the Re 


.pmblican party. 


They were committed in aid and sup- 
port of the minority organization which 
sought control of the Republican party 
machinery. : 

Bach, whose party suffered from what 
ever violations of law were permitted by 
the precinct judges and clerks of election 
in Lorimer wards, is discharged on the 
pretext of responsibility for these frauds, 
whose political allegiance 
admittedly runs to the Lorimer faction

tree, in so far as its relation to Christianity 
is concerned, is distinctly of Irish origin.

lumba) who, when engaged in conv 

pagans of Germany and Switzerland to 
Christianity, found them so firmly imbued 
with the sacred character of trees, especially 
of fir trees, that despairing of being able to 
eradicate the cult from their minds, he and 
his fellow missionaries conceived the idea 
of endowing it with a Christian meaning. 

Already in the seventh century the fir 
tree began to figure in Christian writings, 
pictures, and carving, as a symbol of eternal 
life, with its perennial verdure and its bril- 
Hant lights: while popular legends dating 
from that epoch represent the old man who 
at Christmas visits each abode, be it palace 
or hut, to grant the prayers and wishes of 
the inmates, as bearing a fir tree ablaze with 
candles. 

As the children yearned for toys, it was 
only natural that the tree of good Father 
Christmas should be hung with gifts, and 
thus we have the Christmas tree of today. 

~~ 

Throughout the middle ages, and until com- 
| Paratively modern times the Christmas tree 
remained restricted to Germany, Switzer- 
land, and Scandinavia. Thus, in Austria- 
Hungary, it only made its frst appearance 
in 1816, when Grand Duchess Henrietta, the 
German consort of Archduke Charies, set 
up a huge fir tree, all ablaze with lights, and 
loaded with costly presents, for her young 
children, who never had seen anything of the 
kind before. The custom quickly spread from 
her palace at Vienna throughout the dual 
empire, and today there is no house, and not 
even any peasant dwelling in the lonely Al- 
pine districts, where the Christmas tree Is 
not to be found on Christmas day. In Ene- 
land, the Christmas tree was introduced from 
Germany by Prince Albert, the Teuton con- 
sort of Queen Victoria. 

It was Queen Dowager Christina who first 
set up the Christmas tree in Madrid for her 
children; while in France the Christmas tree 
may be sald to have been introduced by the 
expatriated inhabitants of Alsace and Lor- 
raine after the seizure of those provinces by 
the Germans at the close of the war of 1870. 

It was determined in Paris to give the 
children of the exiles a Christmas as much 
as possible like that to which they had been 
accustomed in their homes on the other side 
of the Vosges. The charitable associations 
organized for the relief of the fugitives, took 
up the matter, and erected enormous Christ- 
mas trees loaded with gifts for the youngsters 
at the Hippodrome. 

The Parisians came and saw the trees, and 
were delighted with the idea, and now the 
Christmas tree is almost as universal in 
France as it is in Germany, in Austria, in 
England, and in this country, into which it 
was introduced by the German settlers at 
the close of the eighteenth century and in 
the first half of the nineteenth. 

~~ 

Baron Max Oppenheim, who wae at one 
time a frequent visitor to this country, and 
who has been for many years now connected 
with the German legation at Cairo, has just 
been promoted to the rank of minister res- 
ident, which does not, however, mean that he 
is to take the place of Count Hermann Hats- 
feldt, who is in charge of the mission, and 
who enjoys the rank of minister plenipo- 
tentlary. 


mission is of an unusual character. For he 
does not serve as a regular member of Count 
Hatzfeldt’s staf, but is attached to the mis- 
sion for the purpose of investing him with 
an official and diplomatic status, so as to 
enable him to pursue with greater facility the 
work to which he has devoted the last ten or 
fifteen years. 

This work is of @ special character. It 
consists partly in the excavation of the 
ruined cities of Mesopotamia and of the 
Euphrates valley; secondly, of the explora- 
tion of Arabia and of the regions lying to 
the west of Egypt; while the third, and ac- 
cording to many the most important of his 
activities, is his German propaganda among 
the various Moslem tribes of northern and 
central Africa, in Arabia, and in all that re- 
gion which extends down from Asia Minor te 
the Persian gulf. 

Possessed of great wealth, which he de. 
votes without stint to these three self-im- 
posed missions, he combines them one with 
another in so clever a fashion that he can 
always cover his political propaganda with 
a mantle of scientific work; and this excuse 
has frequently been put forward by the Ger- 
man government, whenever the French or 
English authorities have had to complain of 
Baron Oppenheim's conduct in fomenting 
and encouraging Moslem trouble against 
them. 


— 

There is no doubt, however, that Baron 
Oppenheim's beautiful house at Cairo, which 
he has om several occasions placed at the 
disposal of members of the various reigning 
houses of Germany visiting Egypt, is the 
headquarters of a good deal of Moslem anti- 
French and anti-English native intrigue, and 
that the baron exercises from thence a far 
reaching influence among the followers of 
Islam, especially among the Arab tribes. 

It is to him more than to any one else that 
the kaiser is indebted for the impression 
which prevails among the Moslem world of 
northern Africa, of Egypt, of Arabia, Asia 
Minor, and even Persia, that Emperor Wil- 
liam ig the champion, par excellence, of 
Islam, among the Christian powers of Eu- 
rope, and the best and most powerful friend 
of the followers of the prophet.

Joliet and Southern Tradtion 
Line Fights. Steam Roads. 


STATE BODY HEARS CLAIM. 


Commission Also Considers Complaints 
for Better Service. 


The question as tothe right of a state com- 
mission to compe) steam railroads to make 
traffic interchange agreemenis with electric 
lines was argued yesterday before the mem- 
bers of the Illinois railroad and warehouse 
commission at a hearing in its Chicago offices 
in the Coniinental Nationa! Bank building. 

The Joliet and Southern Traction com- 
pany was the complainant and asked the com- 
mission for’ an order compelling the steam 
roads with which it connects to accept freight 
from and deiiver it io the electric line under ‘ 
through rates and a through bill of lading. 
The Chicago and Alton, Wabash, Rock Is- 
land, lilmois Central, and Santa Fé roads, 
which have lines to Joliet or other points 
connecting with the ene line, were the 
defendanis. 

The steam railroads have ‘contested the 
petitions of the Joliet and Southern line, as 
the railroads generally have opposed ali 
efforts of connecting electric lines to be put 
In the same fooiing as steam rallroads. Then 
attorneys argued before the commission 
that that body has no jurisdiction to Issue 
the order asked by the complainant and | 
cited decisions in support of their coniention. 
The commission gave no decision, but took 


‘the matter under advisement. 


Few Exceptions in Opposition, | 


Except in the case of a few large <lectric 
railway systems, such e the McKinley 
system in Illinois and thé Indiana and Ohio 
lines, st railyoads have unifornily op- 
posed through ro@ting and through rate ar- 
rangements with the electric lines, although 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois about a 
year ago made a trale agreement with the 
Iilinois Traction system, the McKinley lines, 
which ts said to have worked to mutual ad- 
vantage. 

The commission also heard during the day a 
number of requests mace by small communities 
for improved train service. Among them was one 
in which Durand, III., interests are seeking an 
earlier and more frequent passenger and mail 
service and are asking that the St. Paul road be 
required<to stop more of its trains at that point. 
The residents of Maquon, III., aiso petitioned that 
the Burlingion’s fast train be required to make a 
stop at that point.
